There are four “High Value’ stamps that bear visible plate numbers, the 5/-, 10/-, £1, and £5. 


All are known with Perfins, although it’s true to say that there are very few of them, and that the 
higher the value, the fewer there are!

5/- Rose. 


The first to arrive on the postal scene was the 5/- Rose which was introduced on 1” July 1867. 
Two plates, plates 1 and 2, were used on ‘Maltese Cross’ watermarked paper. Plate 3 was 
neither registered, nor put to press, but plate 4 saw use on paper watermarked with a ‘Large 
Anchor’. These ‘Large Anchor’ stamps on blued paper were issued 25” November 1882. The 
stamp was replaced at the time of the ‘Lilac and Green’ issue, on the 1“ April 1884.

10/- Greenish-grey, and Grey-green. 


Only one plate, plate 1, was ever produced. This saw the light of day on ‘Maltese Cross’ 
watermarked paper, when issued on 26" September 1878. From February 1883 the stamp was 
produced on blued paper, soon to be replaced at the time of the ‘Lilac and Green’ issue, on the 
1* April 1884.

Only one plate, plate 1, was ever produced. This was issued on ‘Maltese Cross’ watermarked 
paper on 26 September 1878 in a Lilac-brown colour. Later, in December 1882, it appeared 
on blued paper watermarked ‘Large Anchor’. The stamp also appeared on white paper 
watermarked ‘Large Anchor’. It was replaced at the time of the ‘Lilac and Green’ issue, on the 
1" April 1884.
